You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said 
town  on  Tuesday,  the  8th  day  of  March  next.  1966  at  nine 
o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  on  the  following  subjects: 

Article  1.  To  choose  a  Town  Clerk,  one  Selectman  for 
three  years.  Auditors.  Town  Treasurer.  Road  Agent.  Collector 
of  Taxes.  Trustee  of  Public  Funds.  Surveyors  of  Wood  and 
Lumber.  Fence  Viewers  and  all  oth^r  necessary  officers. 

Article  2.  To  raise  money  for  the  support  of  the  town 
poor,  for  town  library,  for  cemeteries,  to  build  and  repair  high- 
ways and  bridges,  and  for  such  other  current  expenses  as 
may  accrue. 

Article  3.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  its 
Selectmen  to  raise  money  on  notes  of  the  town  for  current  ex- 
penses in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  allow  a  dis- 
count on  taxes  as  has  been  the  custom  in  previous  years. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  such 
funds  or  bequests  as  have  been  left  to  it  during  the  past  year. 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  its  Select- 
men to  administer  and  dispose  of  and  deed  any  real  estate 
acquired  by  the  Town  by  Tax  Collectors'  deeds,  after  being 
advertised. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,000.00  to  replace  the  heating  plant 
in  south  end  of  town  hall.

To  complete  payment  for  the  Histories,  $3,600.00  was  bor- 
rowed on  a  note  with  (30)  surety  signers.  $2,400.00  of  this  note 
has  been  paid  back  through  the  sale  of  Histories,  leaving  a 
balance  to  be  collected  of  $1,200.00.  After  the  collection  of  this 
$1,200.00  money  will  then  start  being  turned  back  to  the  Town 
against  their  appropriations  through  taxes. 

In  November  of  1964  the  Walpole  Historical  Society  took 
over  the  balance  of  the  note,  then  amounting  to  $2,400.00,  and 
agreed  to  carry  the  note  without  interest.  This  has  been  some 
saving  for  the  Town. 

Based  on  experience  to  date,  it  is  reasonable  to  expect  that 
within  a  year  and  a  half  to  two  years  we  should  be  able  to  start 
returning  monies  to  the  Town.

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During  the  Year  1965  we  made  an  effort  to  organize  an 
active  Civil  Defense  Program  in  Walpole.

The  Monadnoek  Region  Association  maintains  a  building 
of  its  own  at  the  junction  of  Routes  202  and  101  at  the  Peter- 
borough By-Pass.  This  combination  showroom  and  information 
center  is  staffed  by  a  full-time  receptionist-office  secretary 
and  an  executive  secretary  who  divides  his  time  between  the 
office  and  the  field.

The  Association  sponsors  4-H  activities,  high  school  bands, 
the  N.  H.  Philharmonic  Orchestra,  agriculture,  industry,  and 
the  hotel-tourist  trade.  In  addition,  as  occasion  arises  the  As- 
sociation lends  its  weight  for  better  roads,  better  and  more 
picnic  areas,  better  hunting  and  fishing  with  protection  to  land 
owners,  better  forestry  practices  and,  in  short,  for  all  things 
that  tend  to  make  the  Region  more  livable  and  attractive. 

Our  exhibition  facilities  are  open  and  available  to  anyone 
in  the  Region.  The  local  public,  as  well  as  the  tourist  public, 
are  welcome  at  headquarters  anytime.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF 


Good  teaching  and  good  teaching  facilities  affect  eternity; 
no  one  can  tell  where  the  influence  stops. 

The  Walpole  School  District  becomes  a  part  of  the  Fall 
Mountain  School  District  on  July  1,  1966.  Later  on  this  year, 
appropriate  action  is  to  be  taken  in  regard  to  discontinuing 
the  use  of  the  Village  School  as  a  high  school. 

On  June  21st.  the  Walpole  School  Board  appointed  Mr. 
Myrton  Edson  to  fill  a  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of 
Mr.  Paul  Aumand. 

On  October  1,  1965,  Supervisory  Union  ^5  ceased  to 
exist  and  three  districts  from  Supervisory  Union  #5  (Ac- 
worth,  Charlestown  and  Langdon"'  became  members  of  the 
Walpole  Supervisory  Union  #60.  The  Fall  Mountain  School 
District  has  been  a  member  of  Supervisory  Union  #60  for 
administrative  purposes  since  it  legally  became  a  school  dis- 
trict. 

It  was  understood  that  effective  July  1.  1966.  the  Fall 
Mountain  Supervisory  Union  #60  would  take  the  place  of 
Walpole  Supervisory  Union  #60  and  would  have  a  member- 
ship of  the  Fall  Mountain  School  District  and  the  Marlow 
School  District.  However,  due  to  objections  to  some  features 
of  the  reorganization  of  Supervisory  Unions  in  the  southwest- 
ern part  of  the  state,  the  State  Board  of  Education  has  de- 
cided to  give  the  matter  further  study,  and  Chesterfield  and 
Westmoreland  are  to  continue  as  members  of  the  Fall  Mountain 
Supervisory  Union  #60  while  the  study  is  being  made. 

The  Federal  Housing  and  Home  Finance  Agency  in  1946 
provided  the  Walpole  School  District  with  $10,800  for  the  pur- 
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pose  of  preparing  building  plans  for  a  new  school.  Proof  has 
been  submitted  that  these  plans  were  not  used,  and  the  agency 
has  relieved  the  district  of  liability  for  payment  of  the  $10,800 
for  project  #  N.H.  27-P-23. 

In  spite  of  the  fact  that  this  year  is  a  transition  period, 
there  have  been  some  improvements  worthy  of  note.  The  North 
Walpole  School  has  started  a  project  to  improve  the  teaching 
of  reading;  at  the  high  school,  two  French  I  classes  are  in 
operation  to  improve  the  opportunity  of  our  pupils  when  they 
change  to  the  Fall  Mountain  Regional  High  School;  and  we 
have  advanced  placement  programs  at  the  high  school  in 
English,  Biology  and  Mathematics.  The  principals'  reports  will 
give  more  details  in  regard  to  these  projects. 

Two  special  projects  have  been  started  to  take  advantage 
of  Federal  Funds  made  available  under  Title  I  of  Public  Law 
89-10.  A  co-teacher  has  been  employed  to  help  the  kinder- 
garten teacher  with  the  large  classes  for  the  remainder  of  the 
year,  and  a  part-time  teacher  has  been  employed  to  provide 
additional  teaching  time  for  pupils  who  need  assistance  in 
reading. 

A  "Head  Start'-  program  financed  by  Federal  Funds 
operated  in  the  Village  Elementary  School  last  summer.  This 
program  was  for  children  in  this  general  area  and  several 
Walpole  and  North  Walpole  pupils  were  in  attendance.  A 
similar  program  is  planned  for  the  coming  summer. 

The  amount  estimated  to  be  raised  by  taxes  at  the  time 
of  voting  the  1965-66  budget  was  reduced  from  $308,601.50  to 
$307,262.90  because  of  changes  in  estimated  income.  Sweep- 
stakes income  estimated  at  $19,888  was  reduced  to  $15,338.72, 
the  estimated  June  30th  balance  increased  from  $18,000  to 
$18,289.08,  and  Foundation  Aid  estimated  at  $22,810  increased 
to  $28,331. 

There  were  seven  faculty  changes  this  past  year,  two  to 
fill  new  positions  and  five  replacements.

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with  the  pupil's  home  when  indicated  are  all  important  parts 
of  the  school  nurse's  work. 

Through  continued  cooperation  of  administrators,  school 
boards,  teachers,  parents,  and  pupils,  the  health  service  pro- 
gram continues  to  be  both  challenging  and  rewarding.

Dear  Mr.  Keach : 

I  herewith  submit  my  fourth  annual  report : 

Organization 

No  organizational  changes  were  effected. 

Curriculum 

Curriculum  changes  are  always  taking  place.  As  new 
instructional  materials  become  available  and  as  new  and 
proven  methods  of  teaching  become  recognized,  they  are  as- 
similated into  the  total  program  insofar  as  it  is  practical.  In 
a  sense  they  constitute  curriculum  change. 

In  a  broader  sense,  however,  curriculum  change  is  usually 
thought  of  in  terms  of  subjects  added  to  or  deleted  from  the 
overall  school  program.  It  is  with  this  broader  conception  that 
this  report  will  concern  itself. 

To  meet  the  ever-stiffening  requirements  of  college  ad- 
mission and  to  enable  our  college  bound  students  to  compete 
favorably,  we  have  added  Advanced  Placement  English  to  our 
program.  Advanced  Placement  Biology  has  also  been  added 
as  has  been  a  fifth  year  of  high  school  mathematics.  Students 
enrolled  in  the  aforementioned  courses  will  take  the  Advanced 
Placement  Examinations  of  the  College  Entrance  Examination 
Board  in  May  of  1966.  Favorable  results  could  lead  to  ad- 
vanced placement,  credit  or  both  upon  admission  to  college. 
Regardless  of  the  results,  students  will  have  had  the  oppor- 
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tunity  to  study  at  a  level  beyond  high  school  and  to  gain  sub- 
stantially from  such  an  experience. 

Due  to  the  current  trend  of  many  colleges  leaning  toward 
four  years  of  a  foreign  language  as  a  prerequisite  for  admis- 
sion, we  have  moved  French  I  down  to  the  ninth  grade  level, 
thus  enabling  interested  students  to  meet  the  requirement.  We 
continue  to  offer  French  II  and  III  along  with  two  years  of 
Latin.  Plans  are  underway  to  offer  a  third  foreign  language 
at  Fall  Mountain  Regional  High  School. 

Prior  to  1965-1966,  the  completion  of  General  Math  I  was, 
for  all  practical  purposes,  the  extent  to  which  many  students 
pursued  the  study  of  mathematics  in  high  school.  The  New 
Hampshire  State  Department  of  Education  has  recommended, 
however,  that  at  least  two  years  of  mathematics  be  completed 
successfully  before  any  student  is  graduated.  For  this  reason 
along  with  our  own  belief  that  one  year  of  math  is  inadequate 
today,  we  have  included  sequential  General  Math  I  and  II  in 
our  program.  Eventually  it  is  our  intention  to  place  General 
Math  I  and  II  at  the  ninth  and  tenth  grade  levels  in  order  that 
those  who  might  wish  to  pursue  further  math  may  do  so  as 
juniors  and  seniors.  Presently,  however,  General  Math  II  is 
open  to  all  students  who  have  completed  the  first  course,  par- 
ticularly seniors  who  may  be  finishing  their  formal  education 
in  June. 

Our  academic  math  sequence  has  undergone  a  change  from 
Algebra  I,  Algebra  II,  Geometry  to  Algebra  I,  Geometry,  Al- 
gebra II.  This  is  in  keeping  with  the  trend  as  reported  to  us 
by  the  State  Department  of  Education  and  reenforced  by  our 
math  department  personnel  who  felt  that  the  gap  between 
Algebra  II  and  Advanced  Math  should  be  closed.  Perhaps  for 
the  first  time  we  have  three  sections  of  Geometry,  a  section 
of  Advanced  Math  IV  primarily  for  juniors  and  Advanced 
Math  V  for  seniors. 

To  add  to  our  program  as  indicated  in  the  above  para- 
graphs and  to  provide  all  possible  flexibility  in  the  selection 
of  courses  by  students,  we  moved  from  a  six  period  academic 
day  to  seven  academic  periods  of  fifty  minutes  each  plus  a 
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thirty  minute  activity  period.  We  continue  to  meet  state  time 
requirements  by  so  doing.  In  addition,  the  services  of  an  ad- 
ditional teacher  and  a  half  were  required  to  accommodate  the 
expanded  program. 

On  January  17,  1966  a  special  district  meeting  was  held  to 
see  if  the  voters  would  accept  federal  money  under  Title  I  of 
the  Elementary  and  Secondary  Education  Act  of  1965.  As  a 
result  of  an  affirmative  vote  a  program  is  now  underway,  re- 
medial reading  in  nature,  for  students  in  the  primary  grades 
who  show  evidence  of  having  reading  difficulties.  A  teacher 
has  been  employed  to  instruct  the  groups,  five  in  all,  ranging 
in  size  from  three  to  six.  The  supply  room  in  the  primary  build- 
ing has  been  revitalized  for  instructional  purposes,  students 
have  been  tested,  and  materials  and  furniture  have  been  or- 
dered. Students  receive  a  half  hour  of  nearly  individualized 
instruction  daily. 

Special  Education  continues  for  students  who  need  assist- 
ance in  the  basic  skills  of  reading  and  arithmetic.  These  stu- 
dents attend  the  special  class  in  addition  to  their  attending 
school  on  a  full  time  basis.  Others  attending  include  students 
who  have  been  excused  from  regular  school  attendance  for  a 
variety  of  reasons.  The  class  meets  twice  a  week  from  3  :30- 
5:30.  ' 

Our  program  of  studies,  time  schedule  and  summary  of 
teacher  assignments  for  the  current  school  year  have  been 
submitted  to  the  State  Department  of  Education.  Since  our 
program  is  stronger  than  the  previous  year,  there  should  be 
little  question  of  our  being  approved  as  an  Approved  Compre- 
hensive High  School. 

Walpole  High  School  was  evaluated  and  accredited  by 
the  New  England  Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary 
Schools  in  1960.  A  progress  report  was  submitted  and  accepted 
in  1963;  a  five  year  progress  report  was  due  this  year.  In  lieu 
of  the  full  and  comprehensive  report,  a  letter  was  directed  to 
the  NEACSS  advising  that  agency  of  our  joining  the  Fall 
Mountain  Regional  School  District.  Because  it  was  the  major 
recommendation  of  the  NEACSS  in  1960  that  we  join  the  sur- 
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rounding  towns  in  a  cooperative  venture,  our  letter  was  en- 
thusiastically received. 

GUIDANCE 

The  following  report  has  been  submitted  by  Edwin  C. 
Home,  Guidance  Director.  Walpole  School  District : 

Guidance  services  during  the  1965-66  school  year  followed 
the  same  trends  as  in  previous  years  with  several  notable 
changes.  While  individual  counseling  continues  to  be  the 
backbone  of  the  program,  increasing  pressures  for  post-second- 
ary education  resulted  in  a  greater  proportion  of  time  being 
spent  with  seniors.  These  factors  combined  with  prior  curric- 
ulum refinement  resulted  in  a  larger  percentage  of  graduates 
going  on  to  higher  education.  In  fact,  these  percentages  ex- 
ceeded state  averages  considerably,  and  included  30%  ac- 
cepted and  attending  four  year  colleges  or  universities,  and 
68%  attending  some  type  of  post-secondary  institution.  The 
remainder  of  the  class  was  divided  between  the  armed  forces 
and  direct  employment. 

During  the  year  different  groups  of  students  were  ex- 
posed to  varied  specialists  including  many  admissions  officers, 
nursing  school  representatives,  service  recruiters,  technical 
school  officials,  and  Department  of  Employment  Security  per- 
sonnel. 

The  testing  program  was  comprehensive,  covered  all  grade 
levels,  and  included  achievement,  aptitude,  interest,  and  intel- 
ligence batteries.  The  addtion  of  the  Differential  Aptitude  Bat- 
tery at  the  eighth  grade  level  the  year  before  proved  valuable 
enough  to  be  retained  in  the  permanent  testing  sequence. 

In  summary,  guidance  services  continued  to  be  a  comprehen- 
sive and  valuable  portion  of  the  educational  program  in  Wal- 
pole,  but  changing  economic  conditions  and  demands  necessitat- 
ed different  emphasis  in  particular  areas.

PARENT-TEACHER  ASSOCIATION 

Attendance  at  P.T.A.  meetings  during  the  past  year  has 
not  been  in  keeping  with  the  many  fine  programs  scheduled 
by  the  executive  committee.  In  an  effort  to  bolster  attendance 
the  committee  has  moved  the  meeting  night  from  Monday  to 
Thursday.  It  would  appear  that  there  has  been  a  slight  increase. 

We  are  deeply  grateful  to  the  P.T.A.  for  its  donation  of 
funds  enabling  us  to  erect  a  protective  fence  along  the  north 
playground.  We  are  thankful,  too,  for  funds  used  to  purchase 
library  books  for  the  primary  grades,  a  book  cart  for  the  same 
group,  and  a  display  board  that  runs  the  entire  length  of  the 
cafeteria. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

As  we  prepare  for  the  education  of  our  area  youth  under 
the  regional  concept,  we  should  be  ever  mindful  of  the  increased 
educational  opportunity  inherent  in  such  a  plan.  Elementary 
as  well  as  junior  high  and  high  school  youngsters  should 
receive  the  benefit  of  improved  instruction  and  facilities.  Due 
to  the  availability  of  science  labs,  libraries  and  physical  educa- 
tion facilities  in  what  will  be  converted  elementary  schools,  it 
probably  could  be  said  that  these  youngsters  ''will  never  have 
had  it  so  good." 

Insofar  as  it  is  possible  and  practical,  the  instructional 
programs  at  the  elementary  level  should  be  uniform  in  all 
schools  with  an  eye  toward  the  ultimate  high  school  program. 

Aside  from  instructional  programs  and  offerings,  and  aside 
from  bricks,  mortar  and  equipment  to  implement  the  programs, 
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we  must  maintain  a  competent  staff  or  all  will  be  lost.  It  should 
be  the  charge  of  the  district  to  see  to  it  that  favorable  staff 
conditions  exist  if  we  are  to  retain  and  attract  competent  per- 
sonnel. 

SUMMARY 

This  has  been  a  year  of  anxiety  for  the  entire  regional  com- 
munity. The  whole  gamut  of  students,  parents,  teachers,  admin- 
istration and  other  interested  citizens  are  anxiously  awaiting 
the  regional  concept  to  unfold.  It  goes  without  saying  that  a 
multitude  of  questions  have  had  to  be  resolved  and  are  yet  to  be 
resolved.  However,  through  the  diligent  efforts  of  all  concerned, 
decisions  will  be  reached  soon  that  will  be  in  the  best  interest 
of  the  entire  community. 

May  I  extend  my  sincere  gratitude  to  the  superintendent, 
the  assistant  superintendent,  the  school  board,  the  staff,  and  to 
students  and  parents  for  their  cooperation  during  the  year.

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  principal  of  the 
North  Walpole  School. 

SCHOLARSHIP 

The  Reading  program  is  being  modified  this  year  to  enable 
each  child  to  work  at  a  level  that  will  best  meet  his  needs. 

We  are  scheduling  reading  in  grades  4  through  8  at  the 
same  period,  thus  allowing  for  individual  placement  of  chil- 
dren commensurate  with  their  achievement  level. 

It  is  designed  to  allow  for  advancement  of  the  accelerated 
reader  to  a  level  that  will  offer  a  challenge  to  his  capacities, 
as  well  as  enable  those  children  needing  remedial  work  to  re- 
ceive instruction  based  on  their  specific  needs. 

We  are  indebted  to  Miss  Dorothy  Rising,  Reading  Consult- 
ant at  the  Walpole  School,  and  Mr.  Robert  Bellevance,  Prin- 
cipal of  the  Chesterfield  School,  for  their  assistance  in  aiding 
us  in  adapting  a  program  of  this  type  for  our  school.  A  similar 
program  has  been  in  existence  in  their  schools  with  reported 
significant  gains  to  substantiate  the  effectiveness  of  a  reading 
program  of  this  nature. 

Our  Mathematics  program  is  developmental  from  Kinder- 
garten through  grade  eight.  We  are  using  a  Modern  Mathe- 
matics series  with  a  moderate  approach.  Our  teachers  have 
attended  conferences,  and  taken  extension  courses  in  Modern 
Mathematics  to  better  serve  the  children  of  this  community  in 
keeping  pace  with  our  times. 
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Our  Science  program  continues  to  build  around  the  phil- 
osophy of  helping  children  to  understand  the  complexities  of 
the  world  around  them.  Instruction  is  supplemented  with  ex- 
periences, films,  filmstrips,  visiting  lecturers,  demonstrations, 
television,  and  the  latest  textbooks  available. 

The  Social  Studies  program  has  been  benefitted  greatly 
through  the  efforts  of  the  Brattleboro  Daily  Reformer.  This 
newspaper  sponsors  a  program  that  gives  the  school  a  weekly 
filmstrip  containing  the  latest  developments  on  the  national  and 
international  scene.  Supplementary  filmstrips  on  such  topics 
as  the  Presidency,  The  Constitution,  and  others  are  also  made 
available  through  this  service.  The  school  thanks  the  sponsors 
of  this  community  service  for  their  aid  to  our  children. 

Physical  Education  programs  are  developmental  from 
Kindergarten  through  grade  eight.  Rythms  and  games 
designed  to  build  coordination  are  stressed  in  the  primary 
grades,  with  emphasis  on  health  and  safety  with  supervised 
competition,  the  goal  of  the  intermediate  and  upper  grades. 
Participation  by  all  is  the  fundamental  objective  of  our  pro- 
gram. 

Language  Arts  has  as  its  major  objectives  the  improvement 
of  oral  and  written  communication. 

Monthly  newspapers  by  grades  two  and  six  are  indications 
of  projects  designed  to  put  classroom  instruction  into  concrete 
projects  utilizing  these  skills. 

The  Art  program  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Eleanor 
Greer  has  given  the  children  an  opportunity  to  express  them- 
selves through  creativity. 

The  Music  program  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Nicholas 
Girgus  has  been  a  great  success.  The  formation  of  a  chorus  as 
an  extra  curricular  activity  has  afforded  many  children  the 
opportunity  to  participate  in  an  instructional  and  recreational 
program.  The  Christmas  Concert,  presented  for  the  first  time 
this  year,  was  a  realization  of  his  efforts. 

The  Kindergarten  children  are  benefiting  by  the  addition 
of  Mrs.  Katherine  Foley  as  cooperating  teacher.  She  was  made 
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available  through  federal  aid  to  education,  under  Title  I.  The 
program  offers  more  individualized  instruction  during  this 
formative  year  in  preparation  for  grade  one. 


ORGANIZATION 

This  year  saw  the  addition  of  11  Junior  High  students  from 
the  town  of  Langdon.  This  was  necessitated  by  a  capacity  at 
the  Vilas  school,  which  will  be  rectified  when  the  Fall  Mountain 
Regional  School  is  operative.  They  contributed  a  great  deal  in 
making  our  school  year  a  success  through  their  scholastic  and 
extra  curricular  participation. 

Our  Public  Relations  Program  was  carried  on  through 
Monthly  Assemblies  presented  by  the  individual  grades,  the 
Christmas  Concert,  Jr.  High  plays,  Spring  Concert,  Kinder- 
garten Mother  Goose  Party,  and  periodic  coverage  by  the  area 
newspapers  of  all  school  activities. 

National  Education  Week  was  observed  by  the  school  with 
an  open  house,  at  which  time  there  was  a  Book  Exhibit  and 
lecture  on  children's  literature  by  Mr.  Robert  Bennett  of 
Harper  &  Rowe  Book  Company.  There  were  displays  of  the 
childrens'  work  in  their  respective  rooms. 

The  school  observed  Fire  Prevention  Week  with  a  visit 
from  Smokey  The  Bear  in  the  primary  grades,  a  field  trip  to 
the  local  fire  station,  a  poster  contest  sponsored  by  the  village 
department,  and  a  demonstration  and  lecture  on  fire  prevention 
by  Chief  James  0  'Brien. 

The  Curtis  Magazine  Subscription  drive  was  again  success- 
full.  Proceeds  from  this  plan  were  used  to  purchase  gym  uni- 
forms for  the  Jr.  High  Girls  and  playground  equipment  for  the 
grades.  We  thank  the  people  of  the  area  for  their  support  dur- 
ing this  campaign. 

Through  the  efforts  of  Mr.  William  Arnott,  Jr.  High 
English  and  Social  Studies  teacher,  the  school  added  two  new 
interscholastic  athletic  teams.  Touch  football  was  started  in 
the  Fall,  and  girls  basketball  during  the  Winter. 
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Miss  Elizabeth  McDonald  directed  the  girls  in  cheerleading, 
and  Mr.  Michael  Plaisted  coached  the  girls  softball  team. 

The  contributions  gained  through  onr  athletic  program 
have  helped  the  total  enrollment  by  building  a  school  spirit  that 
pays  dividends  in  the  classroom  as  well  as  in  the  community. 
This  program  would  not  be  possible  without  the  cooperation  of 
the  people  of  the  community  who  have  assisted  us  by  giving 
of  their  time  to  officiate  games,  donations  of  equipment,  and 
furnishing  transportation.  We,  the  student  body  and  teachers, 
thank  you. 

This  year  saw  the  retirement  of  our  beloved  principal, 
teacher,  coach,  and  friend,  Mr.  Joseph  Z.  Dube.  Many  of  the 
programs  in  existence  today,  are  through  his  40  years  of 
dedicated  service  to  the  children  of  this  community. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  the  School  Board,  Super- 
intendent, Teachers,  Parents,  and  the  student  body  for  their 
cooperation,  help,  and  support  given  me  during  this  my  first 
year  as  administrator.

Most  of  us  who  live  in  New  Hampshire  and  the  thousands  of 
vacationists  that  visit  us  every  year  love  the  State  for  the  variegated 
woodlands  that  encircle  our  clean  lakes  and  clothe  the  hills  and  moun- 
tains. Most  of  us  appreciate  these  values,  but  still  there  were  enough 
careless  people  among  us  to  cause  over  880  grass  and  woodland 
fires  to  start  in  1965.  True  this  was  a  much  dryer  than  normal  year  but 
this  should  have  meant  the  use  of  extra  care.  Fortunately  the  fire 
fighting  forces  have  held  the  line  against  such  careless  acts.  It  is  up  to 
each  one  of  us  to  be  ever  mindful  that  a  spark  of  flame  is  a  potential 
fire. 

WE  MUST  ALL  BE  CAREFUL: 

1.  To  teach  our  children  the  danger  in  lighting  matches. 

2.  To   never  discard   lighted   smoking   material   from  a   car  or 
while  walking  through  fields  or  woods. 

3.  To  safely  dispose  of  rubbish  preferably  at  the  town  dump. 
If  you  must  burn  rubbish  or  brush. 

a.  Always  get  a  permit  to  burn  from  the  warden. 

b.  Start  your  fire  late  in  the  day  after  5:00  P.M. 

c.  If  burning  a  field  or  brush  have  equipment  and  adequate 
help  on  hand.  The  heat  from  your  fire  creates  its  own 
draft  to  spread  fire. 

Our  carelessness  with  fire  is  costing  our  State  and  Towns  thou- 
sands of  wasted  dollars  in  suppression  and  hundreds  of  acres  of 
destroyed  woodlands.  Yours  never  to  enjoy.
